Now thefe are 
many times carried away by decetvable doctrines: And trulyin this our 
God hath both a care of bis n glory, and of bis Churches welfare. For 
fir St, [hould they not be {wept amay by fome berefe or other, there might 
be great difbencur brought to his name by their continuing among bi 
people: And fecondly, that be might take away fuch grieva mees as {uch 
may bring, badi bey continued ftill in the fociety of bis children.

vealed for the obteining redemption for f nners within them. Which 
thing my Adv erſary can find no ground in Scripture to build an op- 
pofitien vpon, fee his Book, page 12. but vs forced to comfvſſe it in 
word, though he do deny the very fame in dottrine.feehis Bont p. ag. 
at his fixth Quarie. And p. 27. where in avfwer to thus queſtiun 
of mine; Why did the man Chritt hang on the Croffe on mont Cal~ 
varie? Al the anfwer he gives, is this; Becauſe they wickedly 
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somramitt ar. But the very ſumme of bis diſcourſe is a wrangling
